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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 3 recites "as set forth in the preceding claim". It is unclear which claim is being 
referred to. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 2001 1530 
(hereinafter 4 530). 

'530 teaches a) a roller body 1; b) axial bores 4 for a thermal treatment fluid which are 
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incorporated in the roller body near to an outer surface 2 of the roller body and into which the 
thermal treatment fluid flows on an inflow side; c) inflow zones, formed on the inflow side in the 
upstream ends of the bores or in feed channels through which the thermal treatment fluid flows 
into the bores 4; d) and directing or guiding means 5 provided in the inflow zones, which transfer 
a rotational movement of the roller onto the thermal treatment fluid, wherein e) said directing 
means 5 at least substantially completely transfer the rotational movement onto the thermal 
treatment fluid and in this way suppress a relative channel swirl between the bores 4 and the 
thermal treatment fluid, while still in the inflow zones. Regarding the limitations pertaining to 
the relative channel swirl of the fluid, MPEP 2114 states: 

A claim containing a "recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus 
is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art 
apparatus" if the prior art apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex 
parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987) (The preamble of claim 1 
recited that the apparatus was "for mixing flowing developer material" and the body of the 
claim recited "means for mixing said mixing means being stationary and completely 
submerged in the developer material". The claim was rejected over a reference which 
taught all the structural limitations of the claim for the intended use of mixing flowing 
developer. However, the mixer was only partially submerged in the developer material. 
The Board held that the amount of submersion is immaterial to the structure of the mixer 
and thus the claim was properly rejected.). 



Therefore, the roller of '530 is capable of performing the claimed functional limitations. 

The directing or guiding elements 5 protrude into the flowing thermal treatment fluid and 
are arranged in the bores 4 and secured. See figures 4a)-i) which shows that the elements are 
oblique to the rotational direction of the roller. As shown in figure 4g), the elements are "peens". 
Note the sectors shown in figures 4a)-i).
